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1) ...exhorted to sing and make melody in our hearts unto 
the Lord. In Colossians we are to teach and admonish 
using psalms and hymns. Most scholars believe that 
faithful saying before us tonight was a whole or a part of 
a song. A hymn of the early church. Think of it as one of 
the old red back book hymns of the early church, because 
it is chocked full of Bible truth. Let's look at these truths 
and make application to our lives. 

2) ...taken to have passed to the victim and the victim's 
death accounted to the offerer." This is the work of 
salvation, where the repentant sinner places his hand of 
faith upon the death of Christ and the same transfer 
takes place. Isaiah 53:6 All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one to his own way; and the 
LORD hath laid on him the iniquity of us all. As the old 
song write put is "I lay my sins on Jesus, the spotless lamb 
of God. 

3) Galatians 2:20 I am crucified with Christ: nevertheless I 
live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: and the life which I 
now live in the flesh I live by the faith of the Son of God, 
who loved me, and gave himself for me. 

4) ...of an old man we find difficult and full of fault and 
failure, but it we will recon our life to be His life and allow 
Christ to live through us, life becomes very different. It 
becomes true life abundant life. 

5) 2 Corinthians 11:23-27 Are they ministers of Christ? (I speak as 
a fool) I am more; in labours more abundant, in stripes above 
measure, in prisons more frequent, in deaths oft. Of the Jews 
five times received I forty stripes save one. Thrice was I beaten 
with rods, once was I stoned, thrice I suffered shipwreck, a 
night and a day I have been in the deep; In journeyings often, in 
perils of waters, in perils of robbers, in perils by mine own 
countrymen, in perils by the heathen, in perils in the city, in 
perils in the wilderness, in perils In the sea, in perils among 
false brethren; In weariness and painfulness, in watchings 
often, in hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in cold and 
nakedness. 


6) Romans 8:18 For I reckon that the sufferings of this 
present time are not worthy to be compared with the 
glory which shall be revealed in us. 

7) Revelation 3:21 To him that overcometh will I grant to sit 
with me in my throne, ;even as I also overcame, and am 
set down with my Father in his throne. 


1) Revelation 5:10 And hast made us unto our God kings 
and priests: and we shall reign on the earth. 

2) Revelation 20:4 ...they lived and reigned with Christ a 
thousand years. Romans 5:17 For if by one man's offence 
death reigned by one; much more they which receive 
abundance of grace and of the gift of righteousness shall 
reign in life by one, Jesus Christ. 

3) We must be carefully and prayerfully on our guard lest, 
through needless fear, or through false shame, or 
through hope of gain , we even go so far as to deny our 
Saviour. 




4) Matthew 10:33 But whosoever shall deny me before 
men, him will I also deny before my Father which is in 
heaven. 
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1) Luke 17:6 And the Lord said, If ye had faith as a grain of 
mustard seed, ye might say unto this sycamine tree, Be 
thou plucked up by the root, and be thou planted in the 
sea; and it should obey you. Matthew 6:33 But seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you. 

2) Mark 9:24 And straightway the father of the child cried 
out, and said with tears, Lord, I believe; help thou mine 
unbelief. 


3) Hebrews 13:8 Jesus Christ the same yesterday, and to 
day, and for ever.
